Berlin, March 24.—German fascisti 
are preparing to march on Berlin to 
overthrow the republie and restore the 
monarchy, according to a report re- 
ceived here tonight. 

So serious is the situation that Herr 
Severing, the Prussian minister of the 
interior, issued a proclamation calling 
on the police of Prussia to bold them- 
selves in readiness becanse of the 
“threatened enterprises of the radical 
elements.” 

Severing ordered half of the police 
to mobilize and the other half to hold 


themseives ready for duty in the event 


of a putsch—as the Germans caff’a 
coup d'etat.

From Bavaria, the hotbed of mon- 
archisin aml the headquarters of the 
fascisti, comes the world that Adolph 
Hiitler, the fascisti leader, has sum- 
moned all his followers to gather in 
Munich tomorrow.

| Whether a Nicaraguan canal will be 
built is a question which only the 
future can answer; but it has been so 
continuously discussed and its possible 
site so thoroughly surveyed that the 
term “Nicaraguan canal route” is 
easily described. This route, in which 
interest has been reawakened by the 
Tecent signing ot a protocol between 
| the United States and Costa Ries, 
relating to the proposed canal, is the 
subject of the following bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographie society; 

“The Panama canal, if one leaves 
,its locks and small artificial lake out 
{of consideration, may be considered 
|the American Suez; for it is rela- 
tively short’ and direct,” says the bul- 
letin. “The Nicaragua route—again 
ignoring locks—must be compared with 
the Turkish straits; it is relatively 
long, and has in its course a ‘at 
natural inland sea from which narrow 
shipways are projected. 

Utilizing “Great Lake.” 

“A Nicaraguan canal would be less 
a man-made affair than the Panama 
canal, where'at every turn nature had 
'to be thwarted and subdued by engi 
neers. There ships now move ever: 
|foot of the interocean way throug! 
great ditches that were dng, lock» 
| that were built, or a lake that wax 
| created by men. The Chagres river 
was turned aside to make a lake and 
even its bed was discarded. If 4 
| Nicaraguan canal were built according 
to existing plans, it would entail! 
| excavation and lock building, but work 
|that nature has already done would 
be utilized to a marked degree, 

“From the Atlantie end ai eanal 


| would have to be excavated, largely 


| through lowlands, for some 50 miles, 
for the lower reaches of the San Juan 
|river are clogged with sand brought 
|down from the uplands of Costa Rica. 
Locks would then raise the waterway 
to the 106-foot level of the luke. 
Ships would be transferred into the 
Sanu Juan river, dammed at this point, 
and would move up its slack water for 
approximately 45 miles to Leake Nica- 
jragua. This lake is a really large 
body of water—one of America’s 
‘Great Lakes’—though far from ita 
peers. It is 100 miles long and 45 
wide at the broadest point, and is 
the most extensive body of fresh wa-

Americans think too much in terms 
of the immediate present without re- 
gard to past bistory or future pros- 
pects. e German sees that for a 
generation. at least. he must bear 
the consequence of military defeat and 
that his whole policy must be based 
upon evasion of as many of these 
consequences as possible. It he can 
d vide his conquerors, the prospect of 
eventual escape is greatly enhanced. 
Since the materia] interests of Britain 
and France are not only different 
but mutually conflicting. the chance 
of separating the nations is great. 
In fact that separation bas been real- 


zed. 

Ruhr Affair to 
Settle Nothing. 

The defeat of Germany in the Ruhr 
may end in the fatal weakening of tne 
French situation in the world. It 
may lead to open hostility between 
France and Britain. It is likely to 
lead British ' statesmanship further 


and further in the direction of the 
support of Germany against France. 


That is what the German is plaving 


As the breach between the two 
allies grows, the hope of German 
escape from the burdens of defeat will 
increase. 

The Ruhr then, for al) its gravity. 
is only one episode. When jit eads 
nothing will be settled, because there 
is no buman mind which can discover 
any common basis of agreement be- 
tween Britain, Germany and the con- 
tinental states. But to see the Rnbr 
as it is you must perceive that it is 
only a gigantic manoeuvre in the 
main gaine, an effort to defeat France 
outright, but also an effort to produce 
a situation in which France, even if 
technically victorious in the Ruhr. 
will get no material advantage to 
balance material expenses and will be 
isolated from her British ally. In a 
word, either the Ruhr will now pro- 
auce British intervention on behalf of 
Germany and against France or it

France, that the intervention will 
come after the Ruhr campaign is end- 
ed and deprive France of the prizes 
of victory, so dearly purchased. 


The German peace offensives, which 
I have described above, are designed 
to influence British and American 
public opinion, to create an impres- 
sion off French intransigeance and 
militarism and gradually, if not im- 
mediately, to isolate France from all 
her former friends. It is a detail in 
the larger German campaign to avoid 
the costs and consequences of defeat 
in the werld war. And as this cam- 

ign develops the French are per- 
orce driven to more ard more ex-/ 
treme measures, which in turn arouse 
criticism in the Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries. 

The single flaw in all this German 
reasoning may be that in the end the 
French will be driven to such 
measures as will ruin Germany, be- 
yond all hope of immediate recovery, 
without at any time leading. to effec- 
tive Anglo-Saxon intervention. It is 
always within the power of France to 
repeat the German methods at Lens 
in the Rubr area, to use the force she 
is charged with wroogfully retaining 
to realize the purposes German propa- 
ganda and ritish 
ascribing to her. 

While Germany talks peace she 
practices war and if the time ever 
comes when German methods succeed 
in convincing the French people that 
not peace but war is the sole chance 
of French «urvival, we shall have a 
new war :\! the outcome, even if ul- 
timately unfortunate for France, 
must be the destruction of the indus- 
trial areas of Germany and the 
wreckage of most if not all of central 
Europe. 

Meantime the German is stil] ma- 
noeuvring in the Ruhr. He is seek- 
ing a negotiated peace, to be made 
where he would be assured of the aid 
of British diplomacy and perhaps of 
American, while France, with™el- 
gium clearly perceiving the p 
German strategy is seeking pve Mi 
it in the Ruhr and to make thé Rahr 
victory sufficiently decisive to break 
German wil] to resist in the future.

« On February 17, 1897, for the first time in history, the mothers 
of the nation were called together to consider their responsibilities as 
mothers and the relation of the home to civic and social life. To a group 
of women has come the realization that the child should be made the 
Subject of earnest and reverent consideration. 
the mother had no place to look to for knowledge in bringing up chil- 
dren. And, so, in the hearts of these women was born the inspiration 
from. which has resulted the National Congress of Mothers and Parent- 
Teacher associations. The founder and leader of the organization was 
a Georgia woman, Mrs. Theodore Birney, who, at that time, was living 
in Washington, D. C. 

This was the pioneer organization in studying and promoting child 
welfare. Because of the love and understanding which these mothers 
had for the children of the world, Parent-Teacher associat are in 
existence today. The Congress of Mothers and Parent-Teacher associa- 
tions is not a congress to make laws, negotiate treaties, 
Or to debate political questions, but it is a Congress organized to discuss 
Quetions of more vital interest to the nation than any measure the United 
States congress has before it—the welfare of children and the manifold 
interests of the home. Previous to the year 1906, many Mothers’ clubs 
had been organized in Georgia by Miss Celeste Parrish, a teacher, whose 
wonderful work is now being officially recognized by the Georgia Edu- 
cation association in the Celeste Parrish memorial. [n 1!

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Among the Death Dealers of the Guiana J ungles 


Patamona Indian 
shooting fish that 
dart in running 
stream with long 
bow and arrow.

(NOTE.—This is the second of two artt- 
cles by an explorer of the wilds of Guiana, 
describing his discovery of a hitherto iso- 
lated tribe of aborigines.—The Editor.) 


iE Patamonas, or ‘‘wild’’ Indians, 
with whom we found ourselves 
face to face upon stepping out 
from the jungle into the clearing 
where their settlement stood, 

*@! were short and stocky, with deep 
broad chests and powerfully muscled necks, 
shoulders and backs, yet with dispropor- 
tionately small legs, very small hands and 
feet. Indeed, many of the women and girls 
possessed hands and feet which would have 
been the envy of the daintiest of their white 
sisters. 

Aside from their meager lower limbs the 
women were well proportioned, but the 
heads of the men appeared very large for 
their bodies, one chap having such an enor- 
mous head that it reminded me of a jack- 
o’-lantern. In color they were a coppery 
brown, although some of the younger girls 
were of a golden yellowish hue. Their 
faces were broad and round with rather 
small flat noses, which had no trace of the 
aquiline form. In fact, they were all 
strongly Mongolian in type, with high 
cheek bones, narrow and often oblique eyes, 
full lips, straight, coarse blue-black hair 
and black eyes. 

If clad in Oriental garments, many of the 
Patamonas would have passed anywhere for 
Chinese or Japanese. 

As none of the Patamonas spoke or un- 
derstood English or even the lingua franca 
of the bush known as ‘“‘talky-talky,” I 
called upon Abraham to be my interpreter. 
They were disposed, it appeared, to be 
hospitable. . To my joy I learned that no 
white man had ever before visited the vil- 
lage and that many of the Indians had 
never seen a man of another race. 

Though I must have appeared a very 
trange being in their eyes, the men, wom- 
en and children who gathered about were 
quiet and respectful. They were evidently 
consumed with curiosity as to the contents 
of our bags and the purpose of my visit. 
1 decided to take advantage of the light 
and secure photographs without further de- 
lay. Much to my surprise the people lined 
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The Uncanny Skill of the Patamonas With Blow Gun, 
Bow and Arrow—Where No White Man Trod 
Before—Changing Poison to Food. 


up before my camera without the least 
hesitation. This in itself was ample proof 
of the isolation of the village, for the 
Guiana aborigine, as a rule, has a strong 
and deepseated objection to being photo- 
graphed. The willingness with which my 
new-found friends posed for their pictures 
convinced me that they did not even know 
the purpose of a camera. 


| COULD not but be impressed again with 

their similarity to the Mongolians, al- 
though their expression, especially that of 
the women, was far more vivacious. They 


were constantly laughing, smiling and ex- 
hibiting their rows of firm white teeth. 
Yet not by any stretch of the imagination, 
could they be considered good looking; 
the tattoo marks and painted decorations 
disfigured rather than improved their faces. 


The bags containing my trade goods 


were opened and the contents spread on 
the floor of the benab. Instantly the Pata- 
monas pressed close about, squatting on 
their haunches, examining each article with 
the greatest interest and gabbling with de- 
light. 


“My status as @ magician firmly established.” 


The chief or ‘‘governor’ now arrived 
on the scene; a lean, sharp-featured, 
shrewd-faced fellow with no distinguishing 
regalia and as simply clad, in loin cloth, 
as his subjects. Presents were then hand- 
ed around—combs, soap, perfumes, beads, 
needles, pins and similar articles tothe 
women and girls, and tobacco, fishhooks 
and knives to the men. 


Amicable relations thus having been es- 
tablished, a brisk trade commenced and in 
exchange for hunting knives, powder, shot, 
percussion caps, lap cloth, beads and other 
goods I secured baskets, bows and arrows, 
blow guns, poisoned darts, ornaments of 


beads, teeth and feathers and beautifully 
wrought queyus. 


CY bamaaidegeaese [ was busy noting the 
characteristics of the Patamonas, jot- 


ting down words of their vocabulary and 
making hurried sketches of their tattoo 
marks and painted decorations. Particular- 
ly did I observe their weapons; for it is 
with these that the Guiana jungle Indians 
have attained a proficiency that is amazing. 


Few people realize the accuracy with 
which the Guiana Indian can use the blow 
gun. I have seen one of them fire six darts 
in quick succession into a visiting card at 


forty yards, and On many occasions have 
seen them bring down small birds from 
the top branches of the loftiest trees. 


In the hands of the Guianan this instru- 
ment with its poisoned darts is a terrible 
weapon, indeed, for its speeding arrow is 
as swift and silent as the death it carries. 
Its tiny wound, scarcely more than a pin 
prick, is sufficient to kill even the jaguar or 
the tapir. 

These Indians possess fully as surprising 
skill, I learned, in archery, and this is ex- 
hibited spectacularly when fish, 


That they can distinguish the fish in the 
dark water amid the turmoil of the rapids 
is marvelous, and until one has seen it, the 
feat appears incredible. With ready bow 
the Indian creeps about the rocks of the 
falls until, amid the foaming, rushing tor- 
rent, his keen eyes discover the darker 
gleam of a lukainanl or pacoo when, in- 
stantly, the powerful bow is drawn to the 
ear, the long shaft darts its length into 
the water, and throwing aside his bow, the 
Indian hauls om the arrow line and pres- 


shooting 
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ently drags a 15 or 20-pound fish on to 
the rocks. 


ELDOM, indeed, do they miss, and sel- 
dom do they search for fish without 
Success. If none are in sight the Indians 
either bait them, by throwing the broken 
seed-pods of the water wallaba or “mazct- 
ta’ tree into the stream, or else resort to 
the marvelous method of ‘‘calling’” them. 
Standing motionless by the edge of the 
water and with ready bow in one hand, 
the Indian makes a beckoning motion with 
the fingers of his other hand and, at the 
same time, utters a curious, low, but pene- 
trating whistle. Unbelievable as it 
seem, the fish actually respond to this ana 
approach within sight and range. 1! am 
of the opinion that it is the fluttering mo- 
tion of the fingers, rather than the sound 
of the whistle, which attracts them. Be 
this as it may, 1 have repeatedly seen the 
Indians call fish in this way when none 
were within sight. 

The blow guns, or “pipes,” as they are 
called in Guiana, are beautifully made, often 
10 feet in length, and as straight and true 
as rifle barrels. They are manufactured 
only by the Arekuna and Myankong tribes 
of the Venezuelan border, for it is only in 
that that suitable materials are 
found. 

Although many people have an idea that 


the blow gun is a straight hollow cane, 
that is a mistake, for the weapon is most 


carefully and accurately made of two tubes, 
one within the other. The outer tube, or 
casing, consists of the stem of a species 
of palm which is soaked in water until soft 
when the central. portion, or pith, is forced 
out by pushing with a smooth stick. The 
palm tube is then suspended from the roof 
of a2 house with a heavy weight attached 
to it to straighten it as it dries. Within 
this tube a perfectly straigh hollow reed 
is inserted and is cemented in place by 
means of hard, tenacious gum at the ends. 
Finally one or two peccary or agouti teeth 
are fastencd to one side of the gun by 
means of wax to serve as a Sight and the

The longer the gun the more accuraie 
it is and the more highly it is valued. Six- 
foot blow guns are quite commonly seen; 
they are usually used solely for killing 
small birds with non-polsonous darts.’ The 
very long guns are seldom obtainable, and

Of furnishings there were none worthy 
of the name, for the indispensable hammock 
serves as bed, couch and chair, and a log 
of wood, or a stool more or less elaborately 
carved from a block of greenheart provides 
a lowlier seat. On the rafters under the 
high peaked roof, were stored the bows 
and arrows, the blow guns and, if the 
owner of the benab possesses such a 
weapon, a muzzle or breech-loading single- 
barreled gun. From rafters and posts were 


before the sun and for half an hour or so 
the Indians gathered about their fires, 
warming themselves thoroughly after the 
chill of the night. The daily life of these 
aborigines is as simple as their costume and 


yet their every want is satisfied and they 
seem to be perfectly happy. For 365 days 
in the year their menu consists of cassava, 
with the addition of game, when it can 
easily be obtained, the purple “buck yams,” 
sweet potatoes and, occasionally, plantains 
and bananas. 

To them, the cassava is the very staff of 
life and mech of their time is spent in 
cultivating and preparing it. The prime 
requisite in selecting a village site is land 
suitable for growing the cassava, or manioc 
plant, and every Indian camp or village has 
‘ts cassava ‘“‘fields.”’ 

The planting is done by both men and 
women Sticking cassava roots or cuttings 
into holes made in the earth with a sharp 
Stick or machete. 


= preparation of caSsava—thai is, its 

conversion from a deadly poison into 
an article of diet—is most interesting and 
it is a cause of wonder how the Indians 
first discovered the process.

used by the Indians of tropical America 
for countless centuries. The method of 
its preparation is identical among widely 
separated tribes and its history is one of 
the unsolved 
America. 


mysteries of prehistoric 


In the Paiamona village women seemed 
ever busy at one step or another in this 
preparation of cassava and | had a most ex- 
ceptional opportunity to watch the entire 
elaborate process. 

The roots are first washed and pared 
and are then grated on a slab of wood, 


roughened with chips of quartz set in 


cemeni-like gum. The grated roots 


are 
next placed in a Jong, cylindrical, wicker- 


work container. This is suspended from a 


rafter, a stick or lever is inserted through 
the other end of this metapee, or con-

ainer, a large calabash or bowl is placed 
below it and one or more women:seat them 
selves on the lever. Their weight results 
in the metapee, stretching lengthwise and 
contracting in circumference, with irresisti 
ble force and, as a result, the juice ot 
the grated cassava is forced out through 
the interstices of the metapee leaving the 
pulp dry and compressed in the form of 
a solid cylinder which is rem:

As the big circular cakes harden and bake 
they are turned and lifted by means of 
small woven mats, or fans, and are placed 
on a frame of sficks, or on a basket-like 
tray, in the bright sunshine until thor- 
oughly dried. 

The cooking or baking -s not, as i$ 
often supposed, for the purpose of cavk- 
ing the meal only; it is done mainly to 
insure perfect freedom from the poisonous 
juice which contains prussie acid. the 
Juice itself, as squeezed from the metapee, 
is carefully preserved and is known as 
cassareep. ‘This is the basis of the famous 
pepper-pot and is boiled to the consistency 


of syrup, to evaporate all the poisonous 


acid it contains. 


Into the prepared cassareep are thrown 
peppers, and bits of meat. The cassareep 
preserves the food aud by frequent boilings 
the mess is kept fresh and edible for 
months or years. This pepper-pot is- far 
from appetizing in appearance, for in color 
and consistency it resembles a masg of as- 
phalt or coaltar; but it is really excellenf, 
despite the fact that one frequently finds 
in it the hand of a monkey, the head or 
foot of a fowl or some similar anatomical! 
fragment. 


HATEVER the effect of this 

which, to many might appear dubi- 
Ous—upon the health of the Patamonas 
may be well to dispel some of the popular 
illusions in regard to “fevers” and other 
dread diseases of the Guiana wilderness. 
Nearly all the cases of ‘“‘fever’? which } 
have treated—and 1 have treated scores— 
were simply severe colds or were due to 
stomach, intestinal or liver troubles. 
deed, every illness in which lassitude, a 
slight temperature or headache occurs is 
cubbe ‘fever’ by the Indians and black 
people. One case of “fever” which came 
under my ‘notice proved to be a case of 
boils, while another was due to a snake 
bite. 

Of their own curative skill, or instinet, 
these Indians give some evidence in hav- 
ing discovered an antidote for the terrible 
Wurali—and the only one existing, so far 
as is known. This is a mixture or cane 
juice and salt. And while the Patamonas 
are extremely careful not to prick them- 
selves with the poisoned darts, they assert 
that a strong draught of cane juice and 
salt will prevent serious results. 1 have 
never Seen this cure tried on a human be- 
ing, but it is a common practice for the 
Indians to shoot macaws and toucans with 
Wurali-tipped arrows and, by the use of 
cane juic>? and salt, revive the birds and 
Keep tuem alive for pets. Indeed, many 
of the macaws offered for sale are 
taken in way.

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HAT the finest examples of art 
in stone chipping found in Amer- 
fea have been discovered in 
Georgia is a fact known to few 
Georgians. 

Not even the Willamette Val- 
ley in California, where arti- 
facts of black obsidian and semi-precious 
stone have been pa- 
tiently sought for 
years, has yielded 
more beautiful spe- 
cimens of the lost 
art of the American 
Indians thap the 
lower Flint’ River 
Valley in Georgia. 

Both to the geo- 
logist and the arch- 
acologist are the 
specimens of chip- 
ped flint found in the 
southwestern sec- 
tion of Georgia ob- 
jects of interest. 
Nowhere else in 
North America does 
the material pro- 
vided by nature for 
the art of the aborig- 
ines run through 
such astonishing col- 
ors and color com- 
binations as where 
the Creek Indians 
had their homes 
along the lower Flint 
and its’ tributaries 
for hundreds of 
years. And that the 
indian artisan had 
an eye for the beau- 
tiful as he selected 
his material, no less 
than when he gave 
to his _ projectile 
points and other 
artifacts the palance 
and symmetry for 
which they are so 
greatly admired, is 
evident to those col- 
lectors who have 
made a study of the 
archaeology of the 
lower Flint’ River 
Valley.

Flints of Indians, Spearheads, Arrowpoints and Drills Show the Handiwork of Masters of an Art Now Long 
Dead— Pottery in Flint River Valley Also Is Striking in Its Design and 


Ornamentation. - 


there are evidences of long occupancy by 
that vanished people whose only history 
of themselves is written in pottery, chipped 
flint and carefully worked quarries. 

One finds spots where the rougher 
chipping was done by those who probably 
were not expert—possibly the women. 
Here the chips are apt to be large, and 
rejected implements, crudely fashioned, 
represent the rough forms of the artifacts 


There are a good many Indian mounds 
in the vicinity of Albany, but they have 
invariably failed to reward those curious 
persons who have dug into them. Evi- 
dently they were ceremonial mounds and 
not places for burial of the dead, vet in 
the vicinity of most of them many inter- 
esting finds have been made. 

One of the most intcresting village sites 


in this section is in Lee county, about 
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hard by a bold spring, developed the art 
of pottery making to a remarkable degree. 
rhe material they used was a clay, still 
plentiful in the vicinity, and with which 
a black mud from the swamps and fine 
gravel from the creek bed were mixed. 
The vessels made from this material baked 
very hard, and ranged in size from bowls 
ittle larger than a teacup to pots of Sev- 


eral gallons capacity.

dence which is so 
plentiful bespeaks an 
art that was highly 
developed.

But it was in the 
fashioning of chipped 
implements, both 
large and small, that 
the Creeks in the 
lower valley of the 
Flint excelled.

OWN there in the turquoise 
gold of the South seas, a soli- 
tary cocopalm, the last of an 
overthrown group, rears its 
plumed helmet majestically 
into space.

They refer to it glibly 
as ‘‘the Emperor’s Tree,” “‘the Tzar’s 
Tower,” “the Lookout de Luxe of 
that king of castaways—Nichols Var- 
dog.” 

But aside from this meager data, 
the Palm remains a mystery. Few 
know it conceals a secret, deep in the 
inner ridge of its shackle. A secret 
stark and grim which has to do with 
a huddle of bones and an empty re- 
volver red with rust.

Arabian colt, dashing back toward the 
brushwood to Shriek the glorious news to 
Maraqguita, to pull her from her cramped 
retreat and dance her down the sands 
We who were worn with watching and 
tense with continuous dread can never 
again experience in ourselves the geloriou 
thrill of that hour. We have lost the com 
bination, But imagine the reaction—after 
eighty centuries of serfdom! You could 
ee it in the eves and feet of the baroneess, 


65 years old if a day, and in the wild wav- 
ing of her arms as she tore joose the flam- 
ing cordia and pelted us with its scarlet 
sprays. You could see it in the eves and 
feet of the dancers, in the mad fire of their 
abandon, in the impromptu glee of the 
dryad and faun, released at last from the 
wizard’s spell. 

Betore many minutes we had staried a 
gala performance, the real thing. 1 sat 
cross-legged on a bit of sand, hooting 
through a bamboo stick that aria from Car- 
men, the Habenera—‘‘Love is like a waod- 
bird wild.” And Billie, panting and dishev- 
eled, hunched himself alongside, beating a 
dried cocoanut shell with cannibalistic 
frenzy.

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Georgia Soil Gives Up Relics of 


Forgotten Art 


well as the crude corn mills whici were 
an important part of the domestic equip- 
ment of the Indian family, but they are 
chiefly remarkable for the chipped imple- 
ments they contain. These include arrow 
points of many forms, among them some 
so small that a silver dime will cover them; 
Spear heads, lance heads, scrapers, drills, 
knives, hoes, spades, ornaments, ete. 

Here is a spear head six inches long 
and an inch and a half wide. Its point is 
not less sharp than that of a knife blade, 
and its serrated edges are set to cut their 
way through hide, flesh or even bone. Its 
edges taper as regularly as those of a mag- 
nolia leaf, and its broad barbs are per- 
fectly made. Its tang is long and well 
rounded, and its every line, from tip to 
Stem, shows the work of a master crafts- 
man. The larger flaking on the broad 
Sides was the work of one who knew 
perfectly the texture of the material he 
was working, and the more delicate chip- 
ping at point and edges was done with 
an admirable precision. Not a single flake 
was too deep, and one marvels that it was 
ever possible for so perfect a product to 
have been fashioned from so hard and 
brittle a material. 

There is an arrow point an inch and a 
quarter long and nearly a half inch wide, 
yet no thicker than a dime. Its lines 
are as true as an artist could draw them 
with pen and ink, and the chipping is so 
even and regular that if the evidence were 
not unmistakable one would pronounce 
the achievement impossible. 

And these southwest Georgia flints are 
full of endless surprises even if no Indian 
had ever chipped them. 


N a private collection in Albany the 

owner had arranged several hundred 
Specimens -—— projectile points, drills, 
knives, Scrapers, tomahawks, agricultural 
implements, ete.—with particular refer- 
ence to the color effect thev produce. As 
the result of a sifting process through 
thousands of specimens he has formed a 
number of gréups which show in a very 
Striking way just how wonderful was the 
material which the Creek chippers had to 
work with, and which is largely the expla- 


‘nation Of their surprising art. The groups 


are arranged in a large glass cabinet, and 
one who sees them for the first time is 
apt to wonder if many of them have not 
been painted. Indeed, they have been 
painted, but only by the hard of nature. 

One material is of dark red—a_ solid 
cclor which is like Mood when held up to 


the light. The deep vellows are hardly 
less beautiful, and nothing like either of 
these has been found elsewhere than in 
the lower valley of the Flint. Then there 
are pinks-—every shade—and browns; 
grays, purples, whites, now and then black 
and an occasional flash of blue and green, 
the latter the rarest shade of all. 

Aid there are all sorts of color combi- 
nations in a single arrow or spear head 
—pink with brown or yellow, red with 
white or pink, cream with chocolate aud 
gray, purple with red and yellow—soime- 
times three or four colors, or a dozen 
Shadings of the same color, in the same 
Specimen. Some are opaque, but many 


are translucent, and a few actually trans- 
parent. . There are no more beautiful 
flints, quartzites or similar stones in any 
part of the country than these of the 
lower Flint River Valley. 

Collectors who have seen and studied 
some of the collections of chipped arti- 
facts in southwest Georgia, particularly 
some of the larger ones at Albany, say 
there are no others like them; that the 
material from which their long-dead mak- 
ers fashioned these points, knives. toma- 
hawks, ete., is peculiar to a limited region, 
and that because of it the Creeks deve!op- 
ed: an art which was surpassed by no 
flint chippers in any age or region.

tomb is a bit discouraging. Some of them,’

But 
a few are in good condition; and it is to 
these that the designers must look for in- 
formation of past styles. These are being 
treated upon being removed with a solu- 
tion of celluoid acetate dissolved in ace- 
tone, or a solution of celluloid dissolved in 
a mixture of amylactate and acetone. A 
Spray is uSed to apply these, and the fab- 
ricS are considerably strengthened thereby. 

It would be a triumph to the world ot 
commerce and the world of art as well if in 
some way the secrets of the Egyptian dve 
themselves could be discovered. Then, in 
stead of feeble imitations of the colors of 
the Pharaohs, we might actually produce 
the original tones, by means, perhaps, 
never yet guessed by science. So closely 
are the past and the present being drawn 
nowadays that even this marvel seems no 
less than possible.

(Li ke 24: 13-31)

The resurrection 
reopened a question that they had consid- 
ered closed by His death. 

How natural the account seems, and how 
convineing in its accuracy! The skeptics 


f the day ask no new question; they 
simply repeated the question asked even 
hen by those who were near to Christ. 


It is fortunate that the questions were 
asked then so that thev could be answered 
ren. They were answered and the answers 
were so convincing. Christ appeared so 
frequently, and to so many, that the fact 
of Nis resurrection became the basis of the 
gospel as it was: preached from that day 
on, and the basis of the church was builé 
upon His gospel. 

Christ rebuked His companions: O fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken: ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to enter 
into His elerv?” Then, “beginning at 
Moses and all the prophets, he expounded 
unto them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning Himself.” 

They were so drawn to Him that they

Remedies for Spots 
And Stains 


HIS is another article reprinted by 
request. Homemakers are kindly 
asked to cut out this article and 
keep on file if they are interest- 
ed, as perhaps, it may not appear 
again soon: 

Accidents, they say, will hap- 
pen in the best regulated fami- 
lies, and one of the most annoy- 


ing that occurs is to have your very 
best dress or finest tablecloth or some 
equally treasured possession put tem- 
porarily out of commission by a large 


splotch of something. After such an un- 
toward incident the question is how best 
to get rid of the unwelcome addition. 

The first thing to remember in attempt- 
ing to remove a spot or stain is that the 
more haste the less difficulty there will be, 
for the fonger it is left the more ‘‘fixed’’ 
it will become. This, however, does not 
mean that you. should rush (for the first 
clearing substance on which you can lay 
your hands; that may be more disastrous 
than delay. 

The agent which will eradicate one kind 
of stain may only make another more dif- 
ficult to remove. The following directions 
for diagnosing the case of each particular 
spot should be carefully followed. 

Methods of cleaning are determined tn 
the first place by the nature of the ma- 
terials. Fabrics fall into four main groups, 
woolens, silks, cottons and linens. These 
fibers are of course, also found in combina- 
tion. The color element also plays a part. 
White cotton and linens are usually cleaned 
in the laundering, but if they are colered 
the problem is more difficult. A cleaning 
agent must be chosen that will not affect 
the color. 


6 ee next problem after determining the 
kind of material, is to ascertain the na- 
ture of the spot. Even if the article is to 
be sent to the professional cleaner it is wise 
to inform him as to what has caused the 
spot. Food stains are of three kinds: 
those which, have sugar as a foundation, 
albuminous stains and fat stains. 

A sugar stain usually leaves a spot which 
is stiff and which will crack if rubbed. As 
it is a surface stain, most of it can be 
scratched off. Albuminous stains, like the 
hardened yolk or white of an egg will peel 
eff rather than crack. Fat stains penetrate 
the fiber and are distinctly noticeable on 
both sides of the cloth. Old fat stains are 
distinguished by their odor. They also 
make lighter colored fabrics look darker 
and dark colored fabrics gray and dusty. 
Besides food stains there are those caused 
by such substances as ink, 4ron rust and 
paint. These can usually be identified by 
their characteristic color or odor. 

Sugar stains may be easily dissolved in 
water, and for rapid work it should be hot. 
This is satisfactory with white linen or cot- 
tons, but the hot water may yellow white 
silk, shrink white woolens or weaken and 
fade the colored silks and woolens, hence, 
if the fabric is apt to be harmed, it is 
better to take more time and dissolve the 
Sugar in cold water. Water used for re- 
moving the spots on fine fabrics should 
never be warmer than the temperature of 
the finger.

One large can tomatoes, One cup water, 
one and one-quarter teaspoons salt, two 
slices onion, quarter teaspoon pepper, four 
teaspoons cloves, two tablespoons sugar, 
two eggs, quarter cup cracker crumbs. 

Simmer the tomatoes, water and season- 
ing for 15 minutes and run through a sieve, 
add the crumbs and slightly beaten eggs, 
pour into greased timbale cups and bake in 
a moderate oven until firm. 7Turn out ona 
platter and pour cheese sauce around it. 
To make the cheese sauce, melt one table- 
spoon butter, add one tablespoon corn- 
starch and mix well. Add one cup milk 
and bring to boiling point; beat well, add 
one-third cup of grated cheese, one-quarter 
each of pepper, mustard, salt and paprika 
teaspoon each of pepper, mustard, salt and 
paprika and stir until cheese is thoroughly 
meJted. 


Pincapple Toast. 

Poast bread and just before serving sprin- 

kle with grated pineapple. 
Deviled Ham Turnovers. 

Two cups flour, two tablespoons short- 
ening, two teaspoons baking powder, three- 
quarter cup milk, one teaspoon salt, one 
small can deviled ham. 

Sift flour, salt and baking powder, add 
shortening and rub very lightly with the 
tips of fingers; add milk and roll out about 
one-half inch thick, cut in four-inch 
squares, brush with melted butter and put 
in teaspoon deviled ham in three-corner 
shape. Brush over with milk and bake in 
moderate oven. Nice for lunch. 

Luncheon Cheese Bits. 

Three-quarter cup grated cheese, one ta- 
blespoon fat, one Bo stcvesntnticns vinegar, one- 
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knows that water will lea 
fabrics. This ring, however, can be re- 
moved by steaming. This is easily done by 
boiling a small amount of water in the 
tea kettle, tying a fine cheesecloth over 
the spout of the kettle, so that as the 
steam jets forh there may be no little spat- 
tering of water. Shake the spotted silk, 
satin or velvet in the jet of steam until the 
breadth of material has all been treated, 
Continue shaking until dry. It may even 
have to be repeated the second time but 
good results will follow. If the spot is on 
the front width -of a skirt, it is wise to 
steam the whole front. Velvets should be 
steamed on the wrong side in order to 
rinse the nap. 

LBUMINOUS stains, like those of egg 
ye or blood should have as much of the 
coagulated mass brushed away as possible. 
The stain that is left should be dissolved 
in lukewarm water. Albumen is soluble in 
cold water. If the blood Stain is on a 
white fabric (so often one pricks the fin- 
ger in hand sewing) one drop of household 
ammonia added to a cup of warm water will 
remove it. A few drops of hydrogen pe- 
roxide also may be used on white goods, 
If one fears to use water, dry powdered 
starch added while the blood stains are still 
wet will remove much of it. 

Stains cuased by fats cannot so easily be 
cleaned because fats’ are not soluble in 
water. It is necessary to saponify the fat- 
—literally to make soap of it—which ren- 
ders it soluble. Here again white fabrics 
are easily cared for by applying. a little 
white soap with a very soft brush which 
has been moistened in lukewarm water. 
The fat dissolved in this and when luke- 
warm water is poured through the~ stain, 
the spot disappears. 

Milk and coffee stains present different 
problems. Milk contains both fat and al- 
buminous material and a staintof this kind 
requires a two-fold treatment. The simplest 
and best method is to use soap and cold 
water; the cold water dissolves the al- 
huminous material and the sozp clears up 
the tat eleinent in the stain. 

In removing coffee with cream in it, we 
have a triple problem, fat, albuminous ma- 
terial and coloring in the stain. Clear cof- 
fee dissolves in hot water, but hot water 
coagulates the albumen of the milk, which 
helps to hold the stain. Vherefore the first 
thing to do is to remove the iat and al- 
buminous material with cold water and 
oap. The coloring matter which remains 
can be eliminated with clear, hot water. 
GAL and lemon are among the most ef- 
\ 7 fective for removing ink stains. In re- 

oving ink stains always place an absorbent 

pad of blotting paper or cloth under the 
pot to take up the ink as fast as it is 
et free. This pad should be changed as 
oon as it becomes discolored. Machine 
grease is easily removed by rubbing a little 
lard into the stain, being sure to have a 
pad underneath to absorb the carbon which 

almost instantiy set free by the clear 
fat. Use a white unsalted fat in preference 
to butter or olive oil. After t:2 machine 
yrease has been well saturated with, the 
clean fat one may wash the spot with a 
soft brush dipped in soap and water. 
(change the cloth underneath many times, 
ivr it soon loses its power to absorb.

One cup flour, two tablespoons corn- 
Starch, two and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt, two ergs, 
one-half cup milk, two tablespoons corn 
Syrup, one can sliced pineapple. 


One Tablespoon Fat. 

Sift the dry ingredients. Beat the eggs 
thoroughly, add the milk, syrup and short- 
ening; stir the liquids into the dry ingredi- 
ents. Cut the pineapple in two, dip in bat- 
ter and fry in deep fat. Heat syrup and 
thicken with little cornstarch and serve 
with fritters. 


Combination Fruit Salad. 
One grapefruit, two oranges, one banana. 
Pare the orange and grapefruit and re- 
move from pulp in sections, slice the ba- 
nana, mix wiih half cup sugar and allow 
to stand for 30 minutes. Arrange on let- 
tuce leaves and serve with mayonnaise. 


When Strawberries Are High. 


Half box strawberries, half cup sugar, 
One package strawberry jello, half pint boil- 
ing water. 

Chop or cut fine with a knife half box 
Strawberries, sprinkle with half cup of 
Sugar and stand in colander to drain.  Dis- 
solve the package of strawberry jello in the 
boiling water. When cool measure straw- 
berry juice and add enough cold water to 
make half pint and turn into dissolved jello. 
Whip until thickness of whipped cream and 
then fold in the cut strawberries. Serve 
in tall glasses and garnish with fresh straw- 
berries. 

Pineapple Bavarian Cream. 

Dissolve a package of lemon jello in half 
pint of boiling water and add a pint of the 
juice from a can of pineapple. When cold 
and still liquid whip to consistency of 
whipped cream and add a cup of shredded 
or chopped pineapple. 

Saute Bananas. 

Cut six bananas in half, then lengthwise. 
In a hot pan brown one tablespoon of but- 
ter, half cup sugar, add half cup boiling 
water. Put in bananas and cook until 
tender.

Making Them Flat.

Prunes Are No Longer 
Bane---Now Pride of 


Good Cook 


RUNES have lost a gvood deal of 
the bad repute that used to cling 


to them as the mainstay diet of 
second-rate boarding houses. In- 
deed, the other day-a woman who 
lives in a boarding house created 
a good deal of amusement by Say- 
ing that she would like boarding 
better if she could never have prunes. They 
are of course still a standby in many houses, 
but they are also to some extent a luxury, 
because we better understand their possi- 
bilities. 

To begin with, the best way to prepare 
prunes is to wash them thoroughly but 
quickly in hot water, then to cover them 
with cold water and let them stand twelve 
hours. Then thev should be simmered 
gently in cold water in which they have 
soaked until they are tender. And that is 
all. Don't boil them vigorously, don’t use 
too much water, and don’t soak them in 
a water which vou throw away. It is not 
usually necessary to add any sugar to 
prunes if they are simply to be eaten 
stewed. A little may be added when thev 
are taken from the stove if your family 
has a sweet tooth, but it is better not to 
do so. : 

It is an interesting thing that up to the 
year 1890 no prunes were grown in this 
country. The best came from France and 
we also imported some from Germany. 
Then we began to get them from California. 
In 1870 a Frenchman named Peller had 
planted one tree in California and it had 
thrived and shown that the fruit would 
Succeed there. 

The California prunes are allowed to fall 
from the trees. They are dried in the sun 
and sterilized. No sugar is added. It takes 
from two and a half to three pounds of the 
fresh fruit to make one pound of the dried. 

There are authorities who say prunes 
soaked. They should be 
rinsed in hot- water, then in cold, then sim- 
mered until tender. 


( NE cup of prunes cooked and sifted or 
washed, one teaspoon each lemon juice 

and grated rind; two cups of thick cream, 

One-third cup powdered sugar. | 


Whip cream until firm, add sugar and 
flavorings, then fold in the prune. Pour 
and salt (three parts ice, one part rock 


salt.) Let stand three or four hours. Unp- 
mold to serve. 

Soak a pound of prunes, drain, and cook 
with a cup each of sugar, red wine. and 
water, adding an inch of cinnamon. Sim- 
mer slowly for two hours, remove the cin- 
namon, and serve cold.

Form 


IS always bad form to speak 
confidentially to chance or new 


acquaintances. To add to vour 
remarks, “] wouldn't like this to 
vo any farther,” or “This is ot 
course quite sub rosa,”’ or “‘l am 
not using any names, though you 
doubtless know to whom I refer,” 
usually indicates that you are speaking 01 
matters that it would be wiser noi to men 
tion, or that you are trying to produce 
the impression of speaking confidentially, 
though as a matter of fact what you are 
telling is a matter of general knowledge. 

There is often a temptation to speak con- 
fidentially, and to tell things that you 
would not like to have travel far. Every 
one, or most every one, likes to hold the 
attention of those to whom he is talking. 
He likes to attract real interest, and if he 
can just tell something that is in the nature 
of a secret he is Sure to gain general atten- 
tion. He is led on by his own desire to 
be listened to, and sometimes he says more 

than he ought to say. So he adds the re- 
quest that what he has said should not be 
repeated. But if he has been indiscreet, 
should he be amazed that the person to 
whom he has told the secrets should be as 
indiscreet and should tell them to some one 
else? 

ALESMEN realize the interest that can 

usually be gained by speaking confiden- 
tially. If by means of what they call a 
confidential remark they can plant an idea 
in the minds of a possible buyer, that will 
incline him to buy they feel that they have 
been shrewd. ‘I don’t suppose I ougdt 
to repeat this, as it was told me ia confi- 
dence,’ says one salesiman, ‘“‘but the fact is 
that next week the price on this article is 
going to be raised.”” A saleswoman Selling 
women’s frocks says: ‘It was told me in 
strict contidence that Governor So-and-So’s 
wife bought a frock of this very same model 
to wear at her reception next week. This 
is the only other mode! we have and these 
gowns were made exclusively for us. 1 
know I ought not to speak about Mrs. 
So-and-So’s buying the gown, but | knew 
it would interest vou if you were thinking 
of buying this.”
